Special remarks concerning teachers have been considered 
unnecessary. If through neglect or inability, any had failed to 
meet the responsibilities and reasonable requirements of the situ- 
ation, it would have been the unpleasant duty of your committee 
to publish the fact. 

The subject attracting most attention for afew weeks, was 
the attempt to have two schools in District No. 5, 

The Prudential Committee being in determined opposition, 
a petition signed by over 90 legal voters, requesting a division of 
the district, was presented to me; and having finally decided 
about the last of December to divide, notice to him to that effect, 
was sent with orders to close school and continue the vacation 
until two schools could be commenced under the same arrange- 
ments as were made by the prudential committee of last year. 

Finding these directions disregarded and learning that ‘egal 
advice had been taken, and that a legal contest was likely to be 
made at the expense of the town, it became with myself a sim- 
ple question. 

Should I with the probability of considerable expense to the 
town, go to the extent of the authority vested by law in the office 
of School Committee, or rather than incur the expense, aye the 
matter as it stood. 

My own choice was for the former, of course not for the ex- 
pense, but from a conviction that the division proposed, ought to 
have been made, and that with the circumstances fully set forth 
in court if carried there, it would have been sustained. 

But after consulting with those whose position entitled their 
advice to consideration, I reluctantly yielded the point. While 
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the money for the other schools has been judiciously expended 
for the year, the same cannot truthfully be said of this. Without 
going into details, it is sufficient here to say that the amount re- 
ceived by this district, expended on two schools at reasonable 
wages, would have been far more profitable to the district at 
large than by being put through as it has been for the year just 
closed. 

Realizing that the position of school committee is attended 
with much respons bility, I have thought it proper to suggest the 
appointment of three persons instead of one. ‘The expense of 
the office need not be increased thereby, as the law provides that 
“Such school committee may elect one of their number to visit 
and superintend the schools, who shall make report to .he com- 
mittee of his doings, and of the state of the schools, before the 
first day of March annually.’ The member elected as superin- 
tendent would do the business and receive the compensations 
as heretofore, while in cases like the present or others likely to 
occur, it is evidently more desirable and better to have the re- 
sponsibility taken and shared by three than one. Usually in 
school reports something is said in a general way concerning the 
conditions of good schools and of the mutual relations of parents, 
teacher and scholars, &c., &c., all of which may be true, but fails 
to bring about the desired result. An increased interest in our 
common schools is not only desirable but really necessary to 
make them fully answer the purpose designed; and one of the 
most effectual means to secure it, is for some one or more, feel- 
ing the importance of the subject, to agitate it in their own dis- 
trict and impress as far as possible every parent or guardian, 
with asense of his or her own personal influence and responsi- 
bility and thus create a wholesome and intelligent interest where 
little or none may have existed before. 

This to be sure would be a profitless task so far as pecuniary 
reward is concerned, but every public improvement and ‘reform’ 
must always be agitated and set in motion regardless of official 
connection, by those seeing and feeling the necessity ; and when 
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the good results begin to appear, those earliest in the work, will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that their own efforts have led to 
a result that legal statutes however wise and just, but without the 
active and earnest co-operation of those for whom intended, will 
failto accomplish. If any are disposed to think this plan too 
theoretical or visionary, let them give it an honest persistent trial 
before ridiculing it, and we will be content to abide by the re- 
sult. At this writing it occurs to me that the remarks on Dist. 
No. 5, might be construed unfavorably to the teacher. 

Rather than do injustice, I will say I have no fault to find 
with her management. Too few received the benefit of the 
money ; and the wages paid were too high for the number at- 
tending school as seen by the average attendance for the year.
